To the Citizens of the Town of Webster : 

In reporting the condition of the schools the past year, 
we have no particular events to notice which would es- 
pecially distinguish this from previous years. About the 
same amount of funds for school purposes have been pro- 
vided, as in the year preceding, and about the usual 
- interest manifested in the cause of education by parents and 
citizens. All the schools have been reasonably successful, 
while a few have attained, to the highest. rank. For some 
time it has been apparent that a change of readers. was 
needed and we have introduced the pep ision a ries wit! 
praiseworthy results. 

Too many classes hinder the progress of the school; a 
principle may be as well explained to a whole class as to a 
single pupil. Let the parents remember this. 

Persons contemplating teachmg should bear in mind 
that a thorough acquaintance with the text books is but one 
of many requisite qualifications. They must know how to 
impart knowledge. The true scholar is only satisfied with 
definite, tangible ideas, that he in turn can impart.to others.
